Third Annual Report of the Public 
Library. 


During the past year library facilities have been greatly increased. 
In June the books of the Town Library were removed to commo- 
dious quarters in the new Social Library building, and books may 
be obtained at any time between 2 and 9g Pp. M., every Wednesday 
and Saturday. 

The librarian reports a total circulation of 1023 volumes for the 
year 1895, classed as follows: Biography, 54; History, 113; 
Travels, 37; Arts, 30; Miscellaneous, 19; Natural History, 15 ; 
Poetry, 14; Science, 7; Religion, 4; General and Juvenile 
Fiction, 730. 

It was voted at the annual town meeting in March, to raise fifty 
dollars in addition to the amount required by law, and with it the 
purchasing committee were enabled to make an accession of 48 
books, comprising the following: History, 7 ; Biography, 3 ; Travels, 
5; Fiction, 14; Religion, 4; Science, 1; Juvenile Fiction, 13 ; 
Miscellaneous, 1. Our aim has been to get the des¢ books rather 
than the cheapest. 

_ The number of volumes has been still further increased by the 
addition of “The History of Hampton,” in two volumes, the gift 
of Hon. S. D. Leavitt of Eastport, Maine. Mr. Lewis E. Gove 
contributed thirty-two numbers of the “Century War Book,”’ 
which were substantially bound into four volumes, under the title 
‘“‘ Battles and Leaders of the Civil War ;”. two books were the gift 
of the State, and one was placed in the library by the School 
Board. The Exeter News-Letter was subscribed for and may be 
found in the Reading Room of the Library. 

The Reading Room of the Social Library is complete in its ap- 
pointments and the supply of periodical literature is liberal, being 
generous contributions from various sources, near and far, evincing 
the public spirit and interest of our townspeople and others. 

On the tables may be found the following: Review of Reviews, 
Public Opinion, New England Magazine, Granite Monthly, Tem- 


ims) 


perance Advocate, Scribner’s, McClure’s, Munsey’s, Our Dumb 
Animals, Home Missionary, Youth’s Companion, Semi-Weekly 
Traveller, and occasional Washington and Florida papers beside the 
Exeter News-Letter. 

The magazines may be taken from the library after being on the 
table two months, and may be kept out eight days. 

A Reference Library has also been started and comprises the 
following: Cyclopzdia of General Information, Atlas of the World, 
The Standard Dictionary, in two volumes, and Register of Soldiers 
and Sailors from New Hampshire who fought in the War of the 
Rebellion. 

The most grateful thanks of the entire community should be ex- 
tended to Joseph C. Hilliard, Esq., whose public spirit and gener- 
osity has furnished the town with ample accommodations for books, 
and our citizens with excellent library advantages.

School Report for 1895. 


In accordance with established custom we herewith submit the 
following report: 

The spring term of the North School was in charge of Miss Myra 
Morrill. She was succeeded by Miss Mary J. Prescott, whose pre- 
vious record at the North and West Schools was a guarantee that 
her services would be most efficient. Under her kind and gentle 
guidance good order and quiet prevailed, habits of obedience and 
industry were formed, and the best results naturally followed. 

At the close of the winter term the school gave evidence that 
much good work had been done, and improvement in every direc- 
tion was manifest. <A pleasing feature of the closing exercises was 
the indoor salute of the flag. 

The East School, during the spring and fall, was under the in- 
struction of Miss Grace E. Gowen, a graduate of the Salem, Mass., 
Normal School. ‘This was Miss Gowen’s first experience in teach- 
ing and: many obstacles were met during the first term. By persist- 
ent and unremitting efforts the school was brought to a high stand- 
ard of excellence, and her resignation at the close of the fall term 
was received with much regret. 

The services of Miss Mary E. Batchelder, a graduate of the Put- 
nam School, were secured, and she began her work at the opening 
of the winter term. Miss Batchelder proved herself competent to 
maintain the good discipline of the previous term, and as a result 
the school throughout the winter was found in good working order, 
and the progress was creditable to teacher and pupils. 

The West School, after a term with Miss Annie Morrill, was in 
the fall placed in charge of Miss Elizabeth E. U. Tyler, a graduate 
of Robinson Seminary, and of its normal department. 

Miss ‘Tyler has been untiring in her efforts for the advancement 
of her school, and, though this is her first attempt at teaching, 
furnishes evidence of her ability to impart instruction in a manner 
to produce a lasting effect. At the close of the winter term some 
excellent map drawings were displayed, and classes generally indi- 
cated faithful work on the part of the teacher. 

The schools present from year to year nearly the same points to 
criticise and to commend. ‘The majority of our teachers have de- 
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voted themselves with fidelity to promoting the interests of the 
schools and they deserve our hearty commendation for their faithful 
labors. No particular changes have occurred in school work, but 
under the new law the school year began with the fall term. 

During the summer improvements were made on all the school 
houses. The East and West buildings were painted and shingled, 
and the grounds about them graded, making the surroundings more 
attractive. Needed interior repairs were also made. ‘The need of 
closets for the safe-keeping of text books is more and more appar- 
ent, and it is hoped they will be placed in each school house with- 
out further delay. 

Children should be duly impressed with the necessity of the 
careful handling of the town books which are loaned them, and if 
such books are damaged or defaced. more than would result from 
ordinary use, they-should be replaced by the borrower. 

A glance at the school registers reveals the fact that absent and 
other marks occupy a conspicuous place there. In some instances, 
irregular attendance was the result of sickness. ‘The time for school 
is all too short, and punctuality can not be too strongly urged. 
Those children who are at school one day, and stay at home the 
next, can not expect to profit as do those children who are present 
every day. Children should not only be punctual in attendance, 
but should be prompt at the opening of school in the morning and 
remain until its close. ! 

Parents and citizens should frequently visit the schools, make 
themselves familiar with the work, and give the teachers their hearty 
support in all matters of discipline, for without good discipline, 
good schools are impossible. The welfare of the child is best 
secured where teacher and parents understand each other, and labor 
together for the best interests of our schools. 

The number of children in town last May, between the ages of 5 
and 16 years, as enumerated by the School Board was 100—50 boys 
and 50 girls. ‘The whole number enrolled upon the school regis- 
ters, 93.
